agtraphio narrative of the experienoss of the o2- 
pedition. The completo boat's crew’ consisted 
of himself, R. Edwards (interpreter) A. A. 
Warbrick, Ainslay, Bleck, Gannall, Taylor, Hur- 
rall, and Sergeant Cahill. On leaving Wairoa 
a rope was tied toa tree and thrown down the 
cliff to enable them to climb up tho oliff, down 
which they lowored thomeslvos to the boat, but 
tho fissures in the oliffa gave little bope of 
getting back that way.

Ninoty-five Maoria dind at the sottlmont of Te 
Ariki, Four ‘Lanpo natives on a visit to: Kariri, 
the Ronan Catholic’ ontochist of Ranvitikei- 
kaki, ware also Inst.

Ho thonght there waa little donbt 
that the statements of thé ernptions .at. Wai- 
ros wero corroct—first a burst of flame into 
the air, then of streams of fre fulling into the 
‘Lake, and then the succeeding mud showers. 
Tarawera was formerly a volcano, and it had got 


sealed over with obsidian, which bad formed a ~ 


sort of hottle-glass dome over it, hermetically 
sealing it. The pent-up forces had now blown 
tha dome away. This tremendons explosiow had 
shatterad tho tubes of piping of the ite and 
Pink terraces, whioh probably led thousands of 
fost into.the superheated rogions of tho earth. 
This led down the whole of Lake Rotomahana 
and. ganorated an inconceivably. enormous body 
of suporheated steam: which simply blew the 
whole valley snd the adjoining ravine in the air. 
He stated that there was nothing in tho charac-- 
ter of the stones he had ‘soon to. lead him to 
think that there was any. molten Java in the 
Leruption., Thore wore two classes of rolcaroes— 
one that thrsw ont molten lava, and the other 
simply ejected steam and mud. The latter-were .
